Babylon there existed, by the side of 
the declmal system of notation, another 
system, the sexagesimal, which counted 
by sixties. Woy that number rbould 
have beep chosen js clear enough, and 
it speaks well forthe practical seuse of 
those ancient Babylouian merchants. 
There is no number whicb bas eo many 
divisora as 69. The Babylonians di- 
vided the sun’s dally journey Into 24 
parasapy?, or 720 stadia. Ieach para- 
our was subdivided into 60 
minutes. A pxrasang is about a Ger- 
man mile, and Bibylovian astronomers 
com pared the progress made by the vuu 
during one bour, at the time of the 
equinox, to tbe progress made by a good 
walker during the same time, both ac- 
complishipg one parasang. The wbole 
courre of the suu durivg the 14 egui- 
voctinl hours was fixed at 24 parasaugs, 
or 720 stadia, or 360 degrees The sys- 
tem was handed on to the Greeks, and 
Hipparc ius, the great Greek philoso- 
pher, who lived about 150 B. C.. intro- 
duced the Babylonian bour iuto Europe.
